Lauren Upson, for m any years th e editor 
of th e Sacram ento Union in th e far distant 
past, has gone to his rest at a rip e old age. 
T he friends of the veteran jo u rn alist m ust 
always regret th at his later years were 
passed 
under 
physical .conditions, due 
m ainly to arduous jo urnalistic labors ex­ 
tending over a q uarter of a century, that 
prostrated his intellect and m ade him m en­ 
tally as a little child. 
But it Ls consoling 
to know th at his days were in all this time 
those o f com parative jieaee, and th a t he 
was spared physical agonies and lingering 
pain, 
lie was a modest, clear-m inded, 
courageous journalist, who in th e flower of 
his days serv il society well, and earned 
for himseif the reputation th at lives after 
m en in the esteem anil affection of those 
they leave behind them . 
Mr. Upson we 
knew only to respect and adm ire. 
H e was 
a straightforw ard, conscientious and pa­ 
tient toiler. 
One of those m en who fully

bu t these 
once assumed, discharge them w ith a p a­ 
tience, faithfulness

lie was big-hearted,
